RED LIGHT WAR IN DAYTON. 

TtM MCUI problem is to the front in Dayton, 
owing to on order issued by City MMatgajt Wititc 
closing all of the houses in tho segregated district, 
and the papers of that city arc full of interviews of 
various kinds ahout the action. The general opin 
ion seems to be that the order was a little hasty 
and that too shori a time was given to meet the 
changed conditions. This view is taken l»y Pres- 
ident I'orley of tlie Dayton Social Welfare League, 
who is cpioted as saying; 

• While the closing of the red light district has 
always been the ultimate aim of the Dayton Social 
Welfare League, the action of City Manager Waite 
has been a little precipitate." commented Presi- 
dent Corley. "We are j> ratified that the houses 
are to be closed, but OUT funds will be crippled 
as a rcsnlt of it. Still v. t will do all we can to 
co-operate in securing positions for the girls who 
want work." 

Another opinion given by Judge Mndroe. of the 
Dayton Municipal Court, is blunt and to the point, 
lie says. 

"In almost every city where reformers have 
taken hold of the governmental reins, a similar at 
tempt has been made to close the segregated dis- 
tricts.*' said Municipal Court Judge Dudroe, 
"mostly, I think' for etVcet. 1 have been on the 
criminal court bench in Dayton for three years 
ami in this time 1 have not seen mode than three 
women of this district brought before me for more 
than a petty charge. It is from lewd women not 
properly supervised thai most of our problems 
arise. 

' In Indianapolis the real estate dealers partic- 
ularly declared against the arrangement, saying 
that it was impossible t > keep Mats and apartment 
houses free from prostitutes. People are no differ 
enl in Ohio than those in Indiana." 

Oil the Other hand, City Manager Waite says 
that his order was not based upon the belief that 
vice could be eradicated 19 Dayton, but was in- 
spired by a desire to shift the burden for its ex 
isteiice fro Delft] shoulders. 

"The city management is tired of assuming the 
responsibility for prostitution in this city," said 
City Manager Waite, in discussing the matter with 
certain ofticials before he left for the east. "What 
we want to do is to .shift the burden to the 
shoulders of those who are directly ami indirectly 
responsible for it. Those who are engaged in this 
illegitimate business now know that they do not 
have the sanction of official authority, and what- 
ever infraction of the law may occur, they are 
fully assured that they are more than likely to 
have to suffer the cons<\,ueiices. " 

The outcome of the experiment in Dayton will 
be watclud with interest If the city tfoverninciit 
can make its order effect i\e, if it can keep the in- 
mates of the disorderly houses from spreading 
over Dayton, it will have accomplished much for 
the betterment of the general morals of the com- 
munity. Hut it is useless to deny that it is still 
a much mooted ipiestion as to whether or not seg- 
regation and strict supervision, is not the beat way 
to handle the problem in the large cities.

TYPHOID CARRIERS. 

i. 

Now that the quality of public water supplies 
has been greatly improved and the practice of milk 
pasteurization has been widely introduced, out- 
breaks of typhoid attributed to typhoid carriers 
are becoming more conspicuous than formerly, al- 
though probably they are not really more frequent. 
A remarkable epidemic due to food infected by a 
carrier was recently reported by Sawyer in a re 
cent issue of the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, and while this was perhaps except ion- 
al in the number of persons infected at one time, 
it emphasizes the grave danger of allowing carriers 
to have to do with the preparation or handling of 
fod intended for general consumption. The still 

more r nt typhoid outbreak at Lehigh I'nivcrsity 

with more than fifty cases and several deaths has 
been traced likewise bv the Pennsylvania State 
Department of Health l<» a kitchen employee who 
proved to he a healthy carrier. Such instances — 
and they arc multiplying fast- suggest that wher 
ever feasible, employees handling foods liable to 
bpread infection should be examined for a possible 
typhoid reaction in the blood. In case the reaction 
is positive and even when it is negative, but then 
is a definite history of typhoid fever, bacterial ex 
animation for typhoid germs should be made. Ap 
plication of the test could probably be made with 
little inconvenience in ci nnection with the student 
dining halls of many educational institutions when 
proper baeteriologi'* faeilities and expert servict 
exist. We know of at least one American univer- 
sity where such a routine examination of the cm 
ployecs concerned in the handling of food has been 
practiced for several yeais past.

TO EUROPE. 

Tin. I'nited States has approximately 
808)880,808 bushels of wheat on hand 
this year for extmrt and practically all 
of it will probably be sold to the war 
ring countries of Europe. According 
to a report issued today by the 1'nited 
States Department of Agricuture the 
wheat production of the I'nited States 
this year will be arouud S92,000,000. 
bushels and only 001,000,000 bushels 
will he needed for food consumption 
and seed purposes at home. 

The per cupita wheat consumption 
of Kentucky for food is 4.5 bushels, 
and the total annual requirement for 
seed and food purposes in this state is 
Il,«0(>,im0 bushels, leaving a surplus 
of production this year of approximate- 
ly 092,000 bushels.

has shifted the war budget from the 
shoulders of Necessity to those of 
Choice and Gain, touching In Its 
various ramifications almost every line 
of business. 

All hall the dollar that bleeds for 
Its country; that bares its breast to 
the fortunes of war and risks Its life 
to preserve tho stability and Integrity 
of the nation's credit. 

The market place has always been 
a favorite stand for war revenue col- 
lectors. The trader is a great finan- 
cial patriot His dollar Is the first to 
rally around the star-spangled banner 
and the last to hear the coo of the 
dove of peace. He la called upon to 
buy cannon; to feed and clothe the 
boys In blue and each month cheer 
their bean-; with the coin of the 
realm.

All honor to the dollar that an- 
swers the call to arms and. when 
the battle la over, bandages the 
wounda of atrlcken soldiers, lays a 
wreath upon the graves of fallen 
heroea and cares for the widows and 
orphans. 

All honor to the Industries that 
bend their backs under the burdens 
of war; lift the weight from the shoul- 
ders of the poor and build a bulwark 
around the nation's credit. 

All honor to those who contribute 
to the necessities and administer to 
the comforts of the boye who are 
marching; cool the fever of afflicted 
soldiers and kneel with the cross be- 
side dytng lu roea. 

A dollar may fight Its competitor in 
business. Industrlea may struggle for 
supremacy In trade and occupations 
may view each other with envy or 
suspicion, but when the bugle calls 
they bury strife and rally around the 
flag, companions and friends, mesa 
mates and chums, all fighting for one 
flag, one cause and one country. 

The luxuries in life have always 
been the great burden-bearers In gov- 
ernment. We will mention a few of

The legal profession, ju>t as every 
other profession or occupat ion, lias its 
unpleasant features. The lawyer, by 
virtue of his profession, hears stories ut 

■abnpplneai and misery which other 

members of the community know little 
hi untiling. He learns of the virions 
and criminal aide of life around him 
through th«» reeords of the criminal 
courts, Md hy reason of his attention 
lieing constantly directed to the crimes 
committed in the community and his oh 
servation of the lawbreakers, it in on I \ 
natural that he should become interest 
sd in the causes for the various offenses. 

In probably a majority of instances 
the cause for the crime can be traced 
to illiteracy. Kradicate illiteracy and 
the number of eases on the dockets 
of the criminal courts will lie materially 
reduced. Education and morality are 
more closely connected than the aver 
■saj person realizes. Illiteracy breeds 
•.uperst i I ion, jealousy, hatred, misiiu 
dVrttnndlag aid prejudice, and to the 
illiterate there is a twilight /one be 
tweeu good and evil wherein he is tin 
able to distinguish right from wrong 
Education rennet* the intellect aud in 
directly promotes morality and good all 
i'cu-diip, for the educated mind per 
SOItm tlie necessity for the various re 
••tril lions imposed by law and tlie moral 
code, and that what is bent for one's 
neighbor is best for one's self. Many 
crimes are the results of ignorance 
rntlirr thin base motives and the of 
fender is more of an unfortunate tlian a 
criminal. It is not the purpose nf the 
writer to convey the idea that all il 
literates are criminals by any means, 
but that illiteracy la conducive t( 
crime and tiiat frequently an illiterate 
that is a liability upon the community 
in which he lives can lie converted into 
a valuable asset with a little effort. 
In addition to the tremendous cont to 
the state occasioned by crime resulting 
from illiteracy, is the effect of illiteracy 
upon the etliciency of the government 
itself. A government sueh as ours is 
dependent upon the intelligence of the 
electroate for success, for it is the his- 
tory of republican institutions that ig 
noriince begets corruption and iucfli 
l inecy, while an educated and enlight 
oned citizenship will demand and sa- 
me honesty and eflieieuey from those 
« authority.
